When the 
game is crooked It is fatal, for out of 
the ingenuity of generations of cnrd 
sharks there have been evolved a multl- 
tude of devices with which to fleece the 
unsuspecting. These are so carefully 
masked that none but the initiated may 
know them, while the freemasonry of 
the craft is strong and discovery un- 
usual, 

Instead of using a familiar arrange. 
ment like the “needle-tell,” wherein an 
invisible needle pricks the dealer's 
thumb, thus signaling the presence of 
certain cards, the Bronco Kid had de- 
termined to use the “sand-tell.” In 
other words, he would employ a 
“straight box,” but a deck of cards, 
certain ones of which had been rough- 
ened or sandpapered slightly, so that, 
by pressing more heavily on the tep 
or exposed card, the one beneath would 
stick to its neighbor above and thus 
enable him to deal two with one mo- 
tion If the occasion demanded, This 
roughness would Ikewise enable bim 
to detect the hidden presence of a 
marked card by the faintest scratching 
sound when he dealt.

A FOGGY DAY IN LONDON. 
A State of Weather Which Drives Men 


and Women to Desperation. 


For physical discomfort, mental de- 
pression and general unpleasantness a 
foggy day in {ondon has no equal. 

every other kind of bad weather van 
find something to excuse it; fain, 
however inconvenient, is necessary; it 
helps to keep the streets clean. The 
wind, even the east wind, does yeo- 
man service for the health of the 
city; frost and snow have their own 
particular uses; but fog does no good 
to anything or anybody. 

It is not possible to say a single 
word in its favor; out of doors it dfs- 
organizes everything, and at home—! 
Only appreciate the effect of a day of 
fog on the best-regulated household. 

t is bad enough when it comes on 
during the day; but to taste its mis- 
eries to the full you must begin the 
morning by the discovery that the 
other side of the road ia in a state of 
total eclipse, behind either a thick, 
white cloud or a solid wall of the gen- 
uine “pea soup” variety, 

The first effect of the latter is that 
the servants come down late; the 
darkness of the morning is enough to 
account for this. Breakfast naturally 
follows suit and, when it at last ar- 
rives, it is neither so well cooked nor 
#0 well served us usual, The chill air 
and the unwonted condition of arti- 
ficial light at that unearthly hour 
are already telling on everybody's 
nerves and temper, The master of the 
house looks expressively at his watch 
and finally departs in outspoken dis 
pleasure, or else with that air of pa- 
tient resignation which cuts deeper 
than words. All day long it is the 
same. Everything goes wrong; the 
oven absolutely refuses to draw, 
tradeamen are hours late in deliverin 
necessary goods, the pee and electri- 
city burn so dimly that no work of 
any description which required care- 
ful attention can be done and by 
nightfall the poor housewife is per- 
fectly convinced that she must have 
got up the day before yesterday and 
has had no rest since. 

But the troubles of a fog do not end 
with ita disappeerance. Who ean for 
get the degraded aspect of a house 
on the following morning? If it hap- 
pens to be bright and sonny, a not 
uncommon occurrence, it only shows 
up the more relentlessly, Like the 
malignant thing it fs, it seome to do 
ita beat to disfigure whatever a house- 
keoper takes most pride in having 
spotless and in good order 

Every chair, table and side-board, 
yeaterday «0 well polished, it leaves 
dull, with a horrid, sticky dullness 
that only fog ean bestow. Lace cur- 
tains, looking-glosses, silk cushions, 
china and ornamental glaae—all bear 
traces of ita visitation; but that could 
be forciven if it would only leave in- 
tact silver and brass fittings 

Tt ia hard indeed to ace everything 
that should grace the table present a 
leaden surface instead of ite eustom- 
ary brightness or to look into the 
drawing-room and wonder how much 
time it will take to restore that melan- 
choly apoloey for a brass fender to 
anything like ite wenal condition. 
Apart from all the delays, mishaps 
and real danger of u fog, it means 
more work for everybody — hard, an- 
necessary work that there ia no pleas 
wre in aceomplishing, A fog turns 
London for the time being 
veritable city of dreadful nieht — the 
very abomination of desolation,

| IMPOSSIBILITIES IN NATURE. 


A Rainbow Depicted Wrong Side Out 
and Moons In Positions and Forms 
That Could Net Occur — Amusing 
Anachronisms by Old Time Artists. 


That artists, Iike authors, should 
commit many errors of fact is hardly 
a cause for wonder. Rather, it Is as 
tonishing that they are not found of 
tener at fault in view of the great 

‘ Variety of knowledge required in thelt 

work. Despite this, however, there lx 

no manner of excuse for certain ab 

surdities, 

For example, there is the case of ar 
English painter who depicted an elab 
orate rainbow. Unfortunately be 

| painted it wrong side out. But we 

forget amazement at such stupidity h 
| admiration for the artist's magnificen 
| audacity when we learn that hr 
| charged £20 additional for repainting 
the rainbow colored in accordance 
with nature's afrangement. 

Painters are very prone to distress 
the astronomers by their reckless 
pranks with the heavenly bodies, par 
tievlarly with the moon. One artisi 
Presented a scene in which was o 
crescent moon low ip the eastern sky 
directly opposite a setting sun. More 
over, this genius disdained the criti 
clomes of the learned. He insisted tha: 
this arrangement was necessary for 
the composition, Inasmuch as the ree 
of the picture would be destroyed by 
a full moon—the only one possible i 
such a situation. 

Other artists have trifed with th: 
moon by turning ite convexity awa; 
from the sun, which ts, of course, In 
possible in nature, In one picture the 
moon was placed near the constella 
tion of the Groat Bear, though as o 
matter of fact the satellite never ven 
tures Into this part of the heavens 
There are, too, oft recurring errors 
made in the bulk of the orb. An 
American astronomer amused himself 
by measuring the moons tn a number 
of paintings. He established the fact 
that by reckoning from the antellite’s 
size the average height of the bills in 
these landscapes was forty-three 
miles, One of the mountaina, indeed 
had the stupendous altitude of a bun 
ared miles, 

Artists of old time were often cut 
fageously wrong, sometimes necessur! 
ly by reason of the imitations Imposed 
by the ignorance of the period. A 
Duteh artis’ pointed the garden of 
Kden with well clipped borders and 
yew trees trimmed into fantastic 
shapes. He wrought tn all Innocence 
for of such sort were the only gardens 
of his experience. But the excuse 
does not apply to a Dutch painting of 
1704, This showed Abraham about to 
slaughter leane by means of a blunder. 
bues--the product of an age 3,000 
years after the time of the patriarchs! 

Yet this mistake occurs again and 
| again. There have been elaborate 
| paintings of the children of lsrac! 

crowing the Red sea with wusketa on 
thelr shoulders, A beautiful tvory 
tankard, an Augeburg carving of the 
early seventeenth century, was sold 
for a high price In London not long 
ago, The design, which ts exquisite 
in workmanship, shows the good Sa 
maritan, with his attendants, In the 
Jericho road, One of the servants 
carries a gun! 

Many a child as well as some older 
persons has puzzled over that “beam” 
in the eye of which the New Testa 
Ment speaks, It ls not always under 
stood that this means a beam of light 
But it was left to Solomon Bernard 
in his woodcuts Illustrating the Bible, 
published at Lyons in 1553, to pleture 
this beam as one of wood, rectangular 
in section and several feet In length! 

The matter of costumes offers vast 
opportunity for faws, which the paint 
ers have pot failed to seite. In the 
national gallery at Ediniargh Pha 
raoh's daughter and ber accompanying 
women are exhibited gacbed In the 
jong walsted bodices and hooped 
ekirte of Burope in the aixtwenth cen 
tury. The national collection lu Lan 
don has a pleture of Joseph and hi» 
Kindred in Egypt, where the bulidings 
shown are vot at all Egyptian in thelr 
style of architecture, but distinctly 
Italian, In the same gallery Paulo 
Veronese’s “The Family of Darius ai 
the Peet of Alexander After the Batth 
of Issus" displays the women of the 
group in the pointed walsts and lndat 
ed skirts that made the familiar dress 
of Venetian women in the palater's 
time, 

Errors that have to do with aroor 
may be more readily pardoned, though 
the artists fall lamentably to know!l- 
edge as to the earller forme of metal 
protection, Thus in some palatings 
showing the time ef Christ the war 
riors are seen clad In beautifully da- 
mascened mall, yet this form of armor 
did not come into actual use until half 
4@ thousand years later, 

Similarly, in other pletures of Christ's 
time, wonks are portrayed in thelr 
robes, with tonsures, In fact, bow- 
‘ever, they did pot exist in the church 
prior to the fourth century A, D, 

A curious Ulustration of the limita. 
tlons set on genius by clreumstance ts 
exhibited in one of the world's most 
famous paintings, “The Last Supper.” 
Leonardo da Vinel simply did not 
know that the table, the cloth, the 
plates, the knives and forks and salt 
cellars were tmpossibilities in the 
scene he designed to portray, The 
eastern people of that age who were 
his subjects used no table, no chairs, 
no forks, but squatted about a common 
dish and ate from it with thelr Ongera 
—PUtehure Veat

it Will Record the Weight of a Tiny 
Pencil Mark. 

On one of the smallest pair of scales 
ever made fot ase in the open air a 
California jeweler has weighed the 
soul of a fiy and a pencil mark. At 
lenst he has found the difference in 
weight between the body of a living 
fly and of the same fly dead. This he 
has chosen to call the soul of the fly, 
though more cynical observers have 
declared the difference is but the 
weight of the gases which escaped 
from the body of the dead Insect. 

The scale works within a watch 
case, and its dial is the face of the 
watch, marked off into what its tn- 
ventor, J. L. Liedler, catls “degrees.” 
Each one of these degrees represents 
a weight of one four-million-nine-hun- 
dred thousandth of an ounce, 

The difference between the weight 
of a fly living and a fly dead—t. e., the 
weight of the fly's soul—was twenty- 
three of these degrees. Several flies 
were weighed under similar cireum- 
stances, and all showed exactly the 
same difference in weight between life 
and death. 

The scale works on the tension prin- 
ciple, Inside there is a seate, and ina 
glass arm extending from one side of 
the dial there is a balance. The opera- 
tor screws the delicate spring up to a 
point where the object in the pan of 
the scale just batances and then reads 
the pointer on the dial. The spring ts 
tore delicately adjusted even than the 
finest watch, and the whole tostru- 
ment requires as great care as the 
finest chronometer. 

Taking a slip of paper and weighing 
it, Liedler will then make a short 
mark with a pencil om the paper and, 
weighing it again, Ond exactly the 
welght of the mark made by the lead 
In the pencil. A mark precisely one- 
quarter of an inch In length made 
with an ordinary soft pencil weighed 
Just forty-five degrees, more’ than the 
soul of the fy.—Popular Mechanics. 


HOLLAND’S HEROIC AGE, 


Her History Teems With Accounts of 
Stirring Deeds. 


The Dutch have fought for what 
they own, and they have n 
among the greatest fighters that the 
world has ever seen, When their 
prowess in the past is considered it 
seems like a humane duty to drop a 
word of warning upon the belligerent 
intelligence of Castro, lest by some 
strange resurrection the spirit should 
reappear that once made the greatest 
armies and navies of Europe tremble. 

For a thousand years the Dutch 
fought the sea waves and the river 
floods, and they diked their land, 
which is lower than the ocean, Dur- 
ing this time aleo they were fiehting 
the hardly leas persistent and pitiless 
human enemies that assailed them. 
And yet the whole kingdom of Neth- 
erlands, with its eleven provinces, 
which is more than a third as large 
acain as the original Dutch United 
States of the sixteenth century, is leas 
than half the size of South Carolina, 

These Duteh in some reapectsa were 
the atrangest people that Europe ever 
knew, for while displaying a most as- 
tonishing empacity for war on land 
and sea they were converting a mud- 
hole into a garden, and their inven- 
tions of useful means to healthful 
and abundant living, from the plow 
in ite modern form to the thimble, 
were Inndmerks in the history of 
European civilization. 

The Dutch developed their extra- 
ordinary capacity as fighters in their 
prolonged realstance to the Spanish 
tyranny, which in extent and ferocity 
is almost unparalleled in history. This 
resistance was the more remarkable 
and the success that finally crowned 
it the more astonishing when we con- 
sider the resources of Spain, then the 
firat power in the world. 

This was in the latter half of the 
sixteenth century, and by the begin- 
ning of the seventeenth century the 
Dutch had created a fleet that made 
them the first naval power of the 
world and with which their hardy 
and daring seamen swept the most 
distant seas of Soanish commerce. 

There was a long truce with Spain 
and then a renewal of the war, when 
the Netherlands attecked the Spanish 
possessions in the Fast Indies and laid 
the foundations of the Dutch empire 
in that part of the world,

| Over 2,000 years ago China, the 
dean of nations, spread her juests 


| far westward to tne sea of Aral, the | 


| So-called lake of Cathay. Hordes of 

barbarians soon drove her back a 
thousand miles, but she was able to 
maintain her authority to the east 
and south of the ‘Tianshan, or Celes- 
tial mountains. With them as a bul- 
wark, she organized the new province 
commonly known as Chinese Turke- 
stan—which comprises the great Lob 
or Tarim basin, together with the 
more northern regions of Turfan, 300 
feet below sea level, the fertile vale 
of Lli and the waste plains and moun- 
tains of Daungaria. 

Time and again the Chinese rule 
in Hsinkiang has’ been overthrown, 
sometimes for centuries and some- 
times for only a score of years, and 
time and again China has reconquer- 
ed the province. With each conquest 
Chinese officials and merchants have 
poured in. They have taken to them- 
selves wives of the Aryan inhabitants. 
They have built goverfiment houses 
forts and towns—largely of mud—an 
they have entirely dominated the mild 
Chanto natives. Then, when foreign 
invasion has driven them out, they 
have disappeared, and Hasinkiang 
lapsing into its ancient apathy, har 
become as though the Chinese werr 
not nor ever had been; hence to-day 
in spite of 2,000 yoara of intermittent 
Chinese ruiv, Turkestan is still the 
“new province.” It is related to Chi 
ha much as Utah and Arizona were 
to the rest of the United States before 
the days of railroads. It resembles 
those states in other ways aleo, eape- 
cially in climate and topography, al- 
though in every respect its extremes 
are far ater that-theirs, : 

Out off from China by 900 or 400 
tiles of the moat rigorous desert and 
from the rest of mankind by the 
greatest of mountains, this old new 
province has pursued the tenor o 
ite way almost uninfluenced by the 
world at large. During the two mil- 
lenniums sinee the coming of the Chi- 
nese the people of Hsinkiang have 
been converted from paganism to 
Buddhism and then to Mohammedan- 
ian. They have been conquered b 
Uighurs, Tartara and Tibetans. 
new langvage, Turki, has been impos- 
ed upon them, and they have suffered 
from famine, war and pestilence and 
their attendant revegos, Yet the char- 
acter of the ple enpears to have 
changed but littl, The accounts of 
ancient Chinese pilerima to India and 
the evidences found in ruins indicate 
thet the life of the past was not un- 
like that of to-day.

The Alaska raven is a fine looking 
bird, as large as a turkey and upou 
closer acquaintance a real handsome 
fellow. is coat is indeed black, 
but of a black glossier and more rich 
than silk and softer than velvet, 
while in a semi-shade the feathers 
are tinged with that peculiar color 
so often seen on well preserved blue 
lack bronze, 

It is very funny to see these birds 
holding, as it were, a conclave. Ten 
or a dozen alight on the ground and 
walk to the meeting place with a 
stately, erect step, their every move- 
ment cool and assured, 

Then an old bird steps gravely into 
the middle, and the meeting ins 
with a series of guttural and harsh 
croaks, which gradually swell in 
volume until the entire lot of birds 
have joined in the debate. 

Along comes a dog, and for him 
they scatter, resuming their position 
when he passes, until the meeting 
again terminates, and they fly off to 
the beach and hills. 

If you examine the bills of these 
ravens the peculiar construction is 
romarkable. They are -1 combina- 
tion’of a chisel, scissors, dagger and 
cimlet, 

The bill forms an important factor 
in the raven’s existence, for he has 
to dig on the beach for clama, bore 
the hard shell by repeated chipping 
and again in pure mischief he will 
tear and break anythine that his 
brieht and unerring eve liehte upon. 

Just as soon ae the bright suntight 
appears the ravens leave their roost. 
ing places on the hilltops for the 
beach line, and over the village and 
shores of the bay they fly and wander 
until sundown invites them to rest. 

The raven is a fine flier. On the 
wing his movements aro well under 
command. With strong, decided 
beats he winnows the air fast or slow 
never seeming in a hurry. But if 
occasion requires the raven can travel 
at express speed, and when he seca 
another bird fonsting on some delicate 
moraal of offal, down he comes from 
midair with his discordant caw, 
ready to share or ateal the prize.

In the Thibio country of the enst- 
ern province incessant intertribal war- 
fare was carried on until quite re- 
cently, Slave trading, twin-killing, 
human sacrifice and cannibaliam were 
openly practiced. In the Omoduru, 
Ahva and Bende districts a similar 
state of affairs prevailed. 

Without bloodshed, or even militery 
measures, the country has been civiliz- 
ed and developed. In the majority of 
the districts offenses against human 
life are rare, and old customs, such 
as witcheraft and trial by ordeal, are 
being dropped. Evon in the most un- 
civilized tracts the natives are speed. 
ily acquiring an appreciation of the 
justice administered through the na- 
tive courts which have been estab 
lished, 

Altogether, a remarkable tranafor- 
mation has been brought about in a 
short time, and great headway has 
been made against the evil influence 
of the Aros. They have a powerful 
hold over the natives, who are gener. 
ally afraid to give evidence against 
them, and they indulge whenever pee 
sible in slave dealing. Despite their 
power, however, and their persistent 
attempts to apreed evil renorta about 
the intentions of ‘the Government, 
their power is being steadily ander. 
mined, and the work of progress is 
going rapidly forward,
